Disclaimer: This index was developed over several months. The methodology improved and the 
scope expanded as time progressed. There are probably some errors in spelling of names, page 
numbers, IDs, etc. There are undoubtedly some omissions and some duplication. Therefore, if 
you are searching for a specific individual, and a name or date isn't exactly what you are looking 
for, find an entry that looks somewhat close (name spelling, with or w/o middle names, other 
likely dates, etc) to what you are looking for and go to the indicated page (or near by pages) for a 
further search. 


This is an alphabetical (by Surname and by married names) index of Females who: 


a. married descendants of Hans Conrad and his son Mathias FENSTERMACHER, 
whether the descendant was a Fenstermacher or of some other surname. 

b. were the Mothers of Females or Males who married descendants of Hans Conrad and 
Mathias Fenstermacher, where this information is known. 

c. where information is available, are also shown separately by both surname and 
married name. 

d. were born with the Fenstermacher surname, even though they are also shown in the 
Beckel Alphabetical Index of the Given names of all persons (male & female) who 
were born with the Fenstermacher surname.

aka "also known as" or shown merely as 'or' followed by another known name usage. 
b. Date of Birth 

Cc appended to the left of a date means 'circa' or estimated year of birth, marriage, etc.

a means Beckel wasn't sure, or the entry is an estimate based on other vague data. 


7 appended to an ID No. means the data may not be readily obvious, but can be found in 
verbiage that is either buried in or at the end of the narrative that accompanies that ID 
No. 


"Benneville" or 'Jacob" in the ID column refers to families of these two Fenstermacher 
individuals who are identified in pages 818 through 827 of Beckel’s manuscript. Their 
relationship to other Fenstermachers was not known to Beckel. 


"Hans Conrad" or "Mathias (1)" or "Ruppenthal", etc. in the Page Number column 
indicates that the data on the individual on that line was not obtained from the Beckel 
manuscript. This additional data is provided FYI. The data was obtained from a 1967 Forest 
Elwood Fenstermaker paper titled "The Fenstermaker Family in Ohio", from Margaret Ann 
(Marg) Billheimer (nee Fenstermacher), or from Lorinne Lynn (Lori) Humphrey (nee 
Fenstemaker) , or other sources. Note: 3 different last name spellings, and there are others. 


Bold Entries are generally higher interest items to users of this index, as they address such 
things as mothers of military veterans (nearly 100 are currently known, but not all are shown in 
this index), ancestors not known by Beckel, other potentially special interest events, etc.; or they 
are of special interest to contributors to this index as they refer to their direct line ancestors, 


DOBs are shown as the primary reference dates, where they are known. Where DOMs were 
known but DOBs were not known, the DOM is shown. Where dates are estimated (‘c' appended 
to the left of side of a date), they were generally estimated for children by adding 20 to 30 years 
(for the first child) to the parents known or estimated DOB, or by adding one year to a DOM of 
the mother where known. DOBs for mothers of descendants are generally shown as circa 20 
years earlier than the daughter's or son's DOB or 40 years earlier than the daughter’s or son’s 
DOM where known. You will see a few of these mothers shown two or more times with different 
estimated DOBs, as a result of the entry being generated for two or more of her children who 
married Fenstermacher descendants. 
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PRELUDE TO USING THE BECKEL MANUSCRIPT AND THIS INDEX 


Beginning on page | you will note that Beckel assigns an ID number to each individual upon 
whom he has marriage or other significant details. These numbers run from ID 1 (for 
Mathias) through ID 1961-1 on page 817. The ID numbers that have a dash numeral appended 
(e.g. -1 as in ID 249-1) appear to reflect an after-the-fact ID assignment that Beckel made when 
he discovered information on a person after he had assigned ID numbers to that person's siblings. 


At the end of the narrative on an individual, (e.g., at page 3 for ID 1 Mathias) you will see the 


word ''Issue:"' followed by an alphabetically sequenced listing of the children of that 
individual. I have taken literary license to use those “Issue” alpha characters, along with the 
Beckel ID numbers of the parent, to serve as pseudo IDs for the children. If an Issue also has an 
individual ID number assigned, you will find additional details at that ID number listing shown 
chronologically later in the manuscript; e.g., looking at page 3, I can reference Mathias’ son 
Jacob as either pseudo ID la or by his individual ID 2. I have also used pseudo ID numbers 
and/or male Spouse individual ID numbers to ID female spouses, mother-in-laws, etc. in the 
index. If a sibling doesn’t have an individual ID number assigned, Beckel did not have further 
detail on that individual, so you won’t find that individual listed later in the manuscript. 


You will notice that the manuscript is sequenced chronologically by these ID numbers with 
the ID numbered individuals name shown at the top of the pages for the early generations. As 
you get to the Fourth Generation beginning with ID 21 on page 77, the details generally become 
less in volume and Beckel quits starting the details at the top of a new page for each new ID. For 
example on page 817 you will find that three IDs are addressed in total on that page. And in 
some cases, where Clarence Eberman Beckel had extensive detail on later generation individuals 
(such as on his parents and on himself beginning at ID 516 on page 329), he may still devote 
more than a page to an individual, e.g. page 329 through page 533 where I pseudo ID him as ID 
516b and where Beckel initially assigned himself ID 1222. His details are then presented where 
ID 1222 occurs chronologically beginning on page 574. Clarence E. Beckel had no children. 


This process begins with Mathias' children on page 3. ID numbers are assigned sequentially 
to the children of the parent, usually (but not always) in the order of their birth (e.g., ID 2 
Jacob, ID 1b William, and ID 3 Philip). Andon page 8, the children of ID 2 Jacob are 
assigned ID's 4 through ID 11, skipping ID 3 which was previously assigned to Jacob's brother 
Philip on page 3. And on page 17, Philip's children are assigned ID 12 through ID 20. This 
process continues throughout each generation of the manuscript, picking up with the third 
generation children of Jacob and Philip beginning with ID 4 on page 18 through ID 20 on page 
76. It should be noted however, that ID numbers do not necessarily reflect any age 
comparison within a generation, as Beckel groups ID numbers for the children of one 
individual and then jumps to the children of the next IDd individual in that family before 
moving to the children of the next person from the previous generation. And although 
Beckel tended to list siblings chronologically by DOB (within each group of siblings), 
where he knew the DOBs, he wasn't always correct, especially in regards to those at the end 
of a sibling list, where DOBs were unknown at the time that he typed the page. A check of 
the details where the ID appears next in the manuscript sometimes show that DOBs were 
eventually found but did not get posted to the individuals initial entry at the sibling group, 
and didn't necessarily end up in chronological order with the other siblings in that group.

You will note on page 77 that Beckel did not assign an ID# to 21b John George Fenstermacher, 
because all the detail that he had on John George is shown at 21b on page 77. 


So, again, if you don't see an individual ID assigned to a sibling, you 
won't find any more details on that person later in the document. 


How do you find the details on a particular sibling who is assigned 


an ID? For example on page 77, if you want to see the details on John George's sister, ID 
113 Anna Maria Fenstermacher, you merely need to thumb/scan sequentially towards the 
back of the manuscript until you see ''ID 113" next in the manuscript, at the beginning of 
the narrative on this individual. You will find ID 113 Anna Maria Fenstermacher" about 
1/3rd of the way from the top of page 149. And if you want to see the details on her son ID 388 
John Hess, you merely need to continue to thumb/scan sequentially through the manuscript until 
you see ID 388 John Hess" about half way down from the top of page 274. 


Now for possibly the less obvious process of tracking 
backwards through the manuscript for earlier ancestors: 


For example if you have a friend/acquaintance who has a Fenstermacher male or female 
descendant in there ancestry, and they can give you a name and date of birth or name and spouse 
of a person in that ancestry who was born as early as possible in that ancestry, you can start by 
trying to find the person by that name in Beckel's indexes as a starting point. 


For example, I have a friend who told me that he had a Sarah Fenstermacher in his ancestry 
who married Philip Wertman. Looking in Beckel's Given Name Index you will find some 59 
Fenstermachers with Sarah as a given name (a lot of looking!!!!!). But if you look in Beckel's 
Surname Index, you will find only one Philip Wertman (Philip L. Wertman), listed as at page 
265. At page 265 you will see that he married a Sarah Emilia Fenstermacher. A cross check in 
the Given Name Index doesn't show a Sarah at page 265. However, at page 265 you will see that 
Sara Emilia was assigned ID 371. Now if you reverse the process for searching for descendant 
ID numbers in Beckel's manuscript, and thumb backwards sequentially toward the front of the 
manuscript until you find ID 371 as the 'Issue:" or child of some one, you will find ID 371 
Sarah Emilia" on page 144 as the daughter of ID 108 Abraham Fenstermacher. 


NOTE: If you look in the Given Name Index again you won't find a Sarah at page 265, but a 
Sarah Emilia does appear at page 144 (as found above), the first place that she appears in the 
Beckel manuscript. 


LESSON LEARNED: Even though when trying to compare a person and page 


number listed in the Beckel Surname Index, to a person and page number in his 
Fenstermacher Given Name Index to try to make a match, don't give up if you do not initially 
find a match, as Beckel frequently only shows a page number for an individual at the first page 


where that individual appears in his manuscript, i.e., as the child of that individual’s parents. 
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Those Beckel manuscript shortcomings are addressed in this Index 
of Female descendants. Now you don’t necessarily need to look in 
Beckel’s two indexes when you know the Given Name and Married 


Name (and maybe a DOB or estimated DOB) of an ancestor. For 
example with the same initial information as I was given in the example above, I can now 
quickly go to the Wertmans in this Female Index where I find only one Sarah Wertman: 
Wertman, Sarah Emilia (nee Fenstermacher), born in 1841 who can be found first at page 
144, and again at page 265 where her marriage to Philip L. Wertman is documented. 


Continuing on to find Sarah’s ancestry, thumbing/scanning backwards from page 144, looking 
in the Issues’ area at the end of narratives on earlier generations for Sarah’s Father (ID 108 
Abraham) you will find at page 72 that he was the son of (ID 18 Peter) on page 71, and 
thumbing/scanning backwards further for ID 18 Peter) you will find at page 17 that he was the 
son of (ID 3 Philip) on page 9, and again thumbing/scanning back still further you will find at 
page 3 that (ID 3 Philip) was the son of (ID 1 Matthias) on page 1. That's all there is to it. But 
it is important, when doing this kind of initial search in the manuscript, to have as much 
information as you can get regarding your friend/acquaintance’s early ancestor, including 
DOB or marriage for an occasion that happened prior to 1900 if possible, as the Beckel 
manuscript only covers some (but not all) ancestors who were known through 1936. 


AND FINALLY, A SIDE ISSUE: Comparing my known lineage with my friend's lineage I 
see that our common ancestor was (ID1 Mathias). My friends 2nd generation ancestor was (ID 3 
Philip) and mine was (ID 2 Jacob) who were Brothers. My friends 3rd generation ancestor was 
(ID 18 Peter) son of Philip and mine was (ID 7 Joseph) son of Jacob, so Peter and Joseph were 
first cousins. My friends 4th generation ancestor was (ID 108 Abraham) son of Peter and mine 
was (ID 41 Johannes) son of Joseph, so Abraham and Johannes were second cousins. My 
friends 5th generation ancestor was (ID 371 Sarah) daughter of Abraham and mine was (ID 160 
Reuben) son of Johannes, so Sarah and Reuben were third cousins. And again tracing towards 
the back in Beckel, he shows on page 265a that ID 371 Sarah Fenstermacher and Philip Wertman 
had a 6th generation daughter (ID 978 Rosie Wertman) who was my (ID 160 Reuben's) son (ID 
478 Joseph Harrison Fenstermacher’s) fourth cousin. And at (ID 978 Rosie Wertman) at 
page 491, Beckel shows that Rosie Wertman and Charles Sthare had a 7th generation son (ID 
1744 Arthur Sthare) who was my friends Grandfather, who would be Joseph Harrison's son’s 
(ID 478a Jonathan Daniel's {my Grandfather’s}) fifth cousin. And at (ID 1744 Arthur R. 
Sthare), thumbing through to page 725, Beckel shows that he married Ruth Evert. Although 
Beckel didn't have info at page 725 on an sg generation fourth child (Loretta Sthare) of Arthur 
Sthare, Loretta Sthare married James G. Storm. Loretta Storm (nee Sthare) was my friends 


mother, and as the daughter of Arthur Sthare, Loretta Storm (nee Sthare) and my father Paul 


V. Fenstermacher are sixth cousin, so my friend Donald Storm and I (Gene Fenstermacher) 
are 9" generation descendants of Mathias Fenstermacher and we are seventh cousins. Don is 


also a seventh cousin to my brothers and to my 1“ cousins, a seventh cousin once removed to 
my son, the children of my brothers, and the children of my 1* cousins, and_a seventh cousin 
twice removed to my Grandchildren and the Grandchildren of my brothers and 1“ cousins, etc. 


That completes Beckel_ 201 on how to use this Female Index with the Beckel manuscript, and 
how you can determine some basic family relationships. 


Ancestry Notes of Interest, and Conclusion: 


The earliest record of the name Fenstermacher, that I am aware of, is found in the publication: 


“Etymologisches_Worterbuch_ der Deutschen Familiennamen’’, written by Josef Karlmann 


Brechenmacher. 


It states that: “CORDT FENSTERMACHER was a citizen of Hornburg, Saxony in the year 
1492”. Cordt was a stained glass window maker. It was during the time that Cordt made stained 
glass windows for cathedrals, in the entourage of Frederick II, Prince Elector of Saxony who 
was also known as Frederick the Wise, that he became known as Cordt the window maker. The 
German word for ‘window maker’, of course, is Fenstermacher. Cordt Fenstermacher did such 
an excellent job on his stained glass windows that he became known as far as Rotterdam. 


The story of Frederick III is very interesting. He started the University of Wittenberg where 
Martin Luther and Philipp Melanchthon taught. The university became a center of the 
Reformation under the influence of Philipp Melanchthon and building on the works of Martin 
Luther. Frederick III protected Martin Luther from the Emperor and Pope by taking him into 
custody at Wartburg Castle after the Diet of Worms. Frederick himself had little personal contact 
with Luther and remained Roman Catholic. 


I am currently unaware as to whether there is any linkage between Cordt Fenstermacher in 
1492, and Hans Conrad Fenstermacher (below) who was born cl650. However, the 
similarities in the names “Cordt’ and ‘Conrad’ lends credence to a possible linkage. 


The record of the 6 Nov 1677 marriage of HANS CONRAD FENSTERMACHER and 
JOHANNETEN BRICTII HAFFNER was recorded in the following church records: 
“Evangelischen Landeskirchenant Archive, Page 295, Volume 1 of that place” , where ‘that 
place’ means Thalfang on the Hunsruck (River), Bernkassel (Region), Rheinland (Germany of 
old). The records of that church were moved for safety during some war, to the Church of 
Koblenz, and then to the: Archiv, Evangelischen Kirche im Rheinland, Archivstelle, 
Karmeliterstr. 1-3, Koblenz, Germany, where they reside today. 


The 24 Sep 1678 record of the birth of Johann Mathias Fenstermacher, who was the only 
child of Hans Conrad Fenstermacher who died just before Mathias was born, was recorded in the 


“Church Book, Thalfang-Brobach, Bavaria” (probably the same church records as above. 


Beckel’s manuscript picks up with the immigration to America of Mathias’s son Phillip in 1737. 
Mathias (and his wife Anna Catharina Ruppenthal), his son Jacob (and his wife Anna 
Margaretha Koehler {nee Schweig}) and Mathias’ son Wilhelm followed in 1738. The Beckel 
document didn’t document the arrival of these two Fenstermacher spouses, but does document 
over 5000 descendants of Hans Conrad Fenstermacher in America by 1936. Hopefully this 
Surname Index of Fenstermacher Family Females and the Beckel Manuscript that now reside in 
the Bethlehem Area Public Library will enable you to determine whether you are a descendant of 
some of those 5000+ descendants of Hans Conrad Fenstermacher.
